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eight years ago tenement-house life its most pitiable 
aspect was presented me. had been giving course lessons 
home nursing group proletariats from the older 
who find renewal hope New York, not for themselves, least 
for their children. One morning one the women the class was not 
present, and her little daughter came ask call upon her mother, 
she was ill. Despite experience large metropolitan hospital, 
and the subsequent knowledge gained through year’s residence 
reformatory and asylum for the waifs New York, the exposure 
that rear tenement the lower East Side was most terrible shock,— 
shock that was first benumbing. picture was presented human 
creatures, moral, and, far their opportunities allowed them, 
decent members society, rooms reached through court that held 
open closets used men and women, from some which the doors 
had been torn away; dirty steps into sick-room where there was 
window, the one opening leading into small, crowded room where 
husband, children, and boarders were gathered together,—impossible 
conditions under which attempt establish home and bring 
children. 

Upon further acquaintance with the house and neighborhood 
learned that kindly intention from the outside had not been wholly 
absent. The visitor from medical dispensary had called, and, touched 
the poverty the place, had sent bottle beef extract with direc- 
tions for use printed upon it, but there was one the house who 
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could read English. Other charitable persons had sent coal; but 
nurse’s instinct revolted the knowledge that nobody had washed the 
woman, made her bed, performed any the offices that every human 
creature should feel entitled like condition. will not take time 
now describe all the circumstances, nor reflections the re- 
sponsibilities the community, they appeared me, this one 
family; personally was call live near such conditions; 
use what power individual may possess citizen help them, and 
give all world, wherever might be, such information 
could regarding conditions that seemed generally unknown. 

friend the plan was revealed: two nurses move into 
that neighborhood give our services nurses, and 
tribute our sense what seems alien community 
so-called democratic country.” formulated some necessary de- 
tails the plan, proceeded look for suitable quarters, and the 
search discovered the the stress hospital training 
neither had learned that men and women, moved some personal 
experience theoretical training, had arrived the same impulse 
action and had established themselves the crowded quarters cities 
and called themselves settlement workers.” The idea was identical with 
our own, and though many activities have grown from that idea, the 
fundamental principle remains: that people shall take their residence 
industrial communities, giving what they may have public spirit, 
and partaking the life about them; preserving their identity indi- 
viduals and endeavoring keep the settlement free from the institu- 
tional form philanthropic work. 

For the first two months our experiment two nurses lived 
the College Settlement. After that the top floor tenement that gave 
reasonable comfort was our home for two years, and that was practically 
the beginning the present association workers known the 
Settlement.” The life possible through making our home among the 
people simple, informal way led easily and naturally into all the 
questions that affected them. 

Through our visits the children and our interest their general 


welfare learned the unsatisfactory school conditions, and the 


absurdity compulsory school law when there was not adequate school 
accommodation for the children. Such knowledge came our notice, 
such effective protest would illustrate the conditions our neighbor- 
hood, was brought before suitable public, individuals, societies espe- 
cially concerned whenever occasion could found made. 

The women the lower floors the tenement where lived were 
employed the needle trades. and unbearable treatment the hands 
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foreman had moved them and their fellow-workers agitate for trade 
organization. the search for some one their own sex who could 
speak for them what they called better English” they came us, 
and that was our first introduction the protest the workers which 
expressed Trades-Unionism. 

semi-official recognition the Board Health gave the privi- 
lege inspection the tenements, information was thus 

tored the housing problem. The experience thus gained had its 
influence the general education the public which later led 
the Tenement-House Exhibit; the appointment Tenement- 
House Commission under Governor Roosevelt, and the final creation 
department for the city New York. One the members 
the settlement took active part the movement, and was one the 
two women the jury awards for plans for model tenement-houses. 
Through her efforts obtain legacy that had been bequeathed for 
fountain somewhere the city, the Schiff fountain was erected the 
neighborhood the settlement, and was the strong influence having 
adjacent site selected for park and public playground, make place 
for which more congested and unsightly rookeries could have been 
demolished. 

The movement for public playgrounds now well known. They 
have been valiantly fought for and their need wonderfully told Mr. 
Jacob Riis, that best friend of, and most lovable fighter for, the chil- 
dren the poor. His efforts have been assisted the Nurses’ Settle- 
years. 

meet the rightful demand the children for play, con- 
ducted our back yards one the first playgrounds the city. 
the general public, and was instrumental helping develop public 
feeling the matter. After time the interests the residents the 
settlement were directed the Out-Door Recreation League,” share 
being taken its executive work, and given Mr. Charles 
Stover, the apostle New York out-door play places for the 
children crowded districts. 

The workers the settlement can look with gratification upon 
the increasing interest public-school matters affecting their neighbor- 
hood part the result their efforts bring public attention 
the lack room for the children the schools, and other ways 
bring the interests their localities directly the School Boards. One 
the household was for time school inspector, but whether official 
relationship not, the members have been frequently consulted those 
authority the Board Education. 
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have passed over the steps growth the settlement, and 
understand how has attained its present status should back 
that first beginning the tenement, when was apparent that not only 
were the nurses’ services needed for the sick, but that, likewise, their 
friendly offices were needed interpreters for bringing the proper 
sources the larger and more general matters that affected the life the 
people they were contact with. 

Mr. Jacob Schiff, who from the very beginning had made feel 
his support, encouragement, and confidence, suggested the change from 
the tenement quarters house, arguing that more permanent basis 
would established for these personal services were made possible 
for others join us. The desire others with had been 
for some time apparent, and therefore this most generous 
spirited citizen’s offer was accepted. house near the tenements, once 
the property the fashionable and well-to-do who had inhabited Henry 
Street half century earlier, was purchased him. Necessary changes 
were made it, and almost immediately the house was filled with resi- 
dents and the nursing was extended. The clubs and social features 
the house then began assume organized form. 

The next year another house was given for the use the settlement 
new member, laywoman, who came into residence, fitted the 
second house, and contributed the means carry on, and who has 
taken charge much the social work among the young people. Not 
long after that offers money and suitable workers came, and fresh 
opportunities extend presented themselves. 

The needs uptown district having been urged, house was 
selected there and purchased Mrs. Butler Duncan for the use the 
settlement, and workers were placed who had served apprentice- 
ship the down-town house. little later also one floor house 
still another locality was given the family one the residents, and 
several nurses are accommodated there. Finally, dream the nursing 
staff was realized the gift, received from young married woman, 
charming home the country, where all the year round, and without 
restrictions conditions save those imposed the circumstances the 
patients, the convalescents and tired-out people who need rest are enter- 
tained and where, the summer, many delightful outings for the young 
people are planned. 

From the needs the neighborhood has sprung the service that 
call the First Aid Room” three very crowded quarters. each 
one nurse attendance certain hours day, and cases that re- 
quire dressings, fresh cuts, old wounds, simple eye cases, eczemas, 
are treated. These are such nursing cases might attended 
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the members the families the mothers had sufficient leisure suffi- 
cient intelligence. Many them are sent the physicians the large 
dispensaries, who have not confidence that the parents will apply oint- 
ments, dress wounds, syringe ears daily and cleanly way. These 
are often school-children, and the nurse thus able care for far 
greater number than would possible she went them. 

This work has also direct bearing the school attendance the 
children, and though many the cases are not important from medical 
point view, they are the utmost importance from the educational 
stand-point, the children are sent home the medical school in- 
spectors, and, not being allowed reénter while the trouble continues, 
often miss much precious school time, for must remembered that 
few these children can attend school after fourteen; that age they 
all begin wage-earning. illustration, knew lad twelve 
years who had never been school because eczema the scalp. True, 
the mother had gone the dispensaries and obtained ointments, but the 
overdriven, wornout woman said they did good. Careful epilation, 
systematic disinfection, and careful application the medicament was 
successful that when opened the fall had the pleasure 
placing the boy there for the first time his life. 

The_settlement codperation with the New York Kindergarten 
Association maintains kindergarten. The children upon graduating 
from the kindergarten and entering the public schools are invited 
come back members clubs. They are the youngest club members, 
and when the first one was called Association the 
Nurses’ Settlement Kindergarten” the name seemed longer than some 
the members. 

Probably the boys’ clubs.connected with the settlement hold the most 
intimate place. The first one organized, which have the honor 
being member, undertook the study the lives American heroes. 
took the term broadly, and men women who fearless 
living had made the world better place live were counted such. 
Thus had the biographies those who had contributed statesmen, 
soldiers, philanthropists, and writers the realization the highest 
hopes the country, and living members the family under discussion 
often came contribute personal reminiscences family history. Since 
then this club matured has taken the study civil government 
and other similar study, and but type what all the clubs are doing. 
Some the girls’ clubs combine study with the boys and young men, and 
interesting debates topics the day are held their 
meeting-rooms. 

the interests considerable number boys not responsive 
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the more intellectual stimulus study, rooms have been set apart for 
manual work, and with the codperation the Children’s Aid Society 
carpentry, wood-carving, and basket work are carried on. The large 
classes, gymnasium work, etc., are possible through the 
courtesy this society—it gives the privilege using its large and 
roomy floors after school hours and the evenings. Our dancing-school 
has led the same that experience with young people 
anywhere would bring: that the desire dance and meet their kind 
socially wholesome and healthy one, and that dangerous thing 
not recognize and meet the want wholesomely, lest innocent desires 
diverted wrongly. 

The dancing-classes are refined gatherings, properly chaperoned, and 
with other restrictions than the ordinary ones good manners. They 
are successful rivals the public dances that are over back the 
saloons, and also provide opportunities for those young people whose 
careful parents would not allow them elsewhere. 

have penny provident bank, and habits thrift are inculcated 
making easy save the pennies. When the deposit reaches the 
sum one dollar, account may opened the savings-bank the 
locality. 

All such work not done the nurses, for besides our valued 
lay members who share the social and educational work, large 
non-residents take part the classes and 

The kindergarten teachers are, course, trained for that purpose. 
Leaders for clubs and teachers for the various classes are recruited from 
the outside, and among them are distinguished lecturers who find their 
students responsive and their audiences sympathetic. Musicales, private 
theatricals, and the varied undertakings that bring gayety and zest into 
the social life are successful with us. are fond saying that next 
nursing typhoid fever love give ball! 
Our nursing work the raison our existence, from which 
all our other activities have had their natural and unforced growth, but 
the papers this Congress have dwelt upon the detail and method 
district nursing, and our methods not differ sufficiently warrant 
taking time and space enlarge upon it. conceive the under- 
lying thought the district nurse that neighborliness, and plan 
have each nurse work small district close touch with the settle- 
ment house that she belongs to, that recourse may had emer- 
gency quickly possible. 

hope that the nurse, with her knowledge sanita- 
tion and the care the body health and illness, will educator, 
and lay much stress upon this, that she should not have too large 
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district too many patients look after. believe she should have 
time give the bath, and necessary make the second and even the 
third visit the day, and not adviser and instructor only, not for- 
getting her charity organization tenets the dangers doing for people 
what they ought for themselves, yet holding the ideals the 
nurse her work. 

With this mind, though not undertake night nursing 
rule, yet would have night nurse obtained through registry 
our opinion this was the only thing done for the patient. also 
send women scrub and clean the homes that the nurses to, 
there one who should rightfully perform these services, con- 
sider part good nursing have the rooms kept clean. 

The various needs are kept vividly mind. From 
what call the settlement point view believe that the patients 
should know the nurse social being rather than official visitor, 
and that all legitimate relationships which may follow from her intro- 
duction nurse shall allowed take place. 

good from this point view that the patient should know the 
home the nurse, and that the nurse should intelligent about the 
housing conditions, the educational provisions, and the social life the 
neighborhood which she works and lives. 

From this motive has come the opportunity for the settlement 
show where the neighborhood has been neglected, and bring into com- 
munication the different elements society that make great 
city. think and feel sincerely that the relationship reciprocal, that 
are partaking the larger life, that society general has closed the 
avenues that lead this knowledge, and that the different elements 
society need one another.

Dr. may interesting for our foreign dele- 
gates know that Boston have fifty official inspectors, men good medical 
reputation, belonging our State Medical Society, who are the very best doctors 
have. They receive two hundred dollars year for visiting the schools 
one hour every morning and looking the heads, eyes, etc., the children. 
The doctor who inspects the heads the most thoroughly the least popular 
doctor. 

really think lose great deal this Congress not carry away 
with something more than take out our clothes, and seems that 
one the things which can carry home the idea which has been given 
the papers this morning, and hope that everyone will try have trained 
nurses appointed for the public schools their district. sure this 
morning, have been greatly interested these papers, and mean use all 
efforts have trained nurses appointed occupy such positions. 

Miss Chicago, several years ago, philanthropic man left 
the Illinois Training-School for Nurses fifty thousand dollars. This school 
had been started and supported public contributions, and when the money 
came the school the Board Managers felt that they did not need for its 
support, and the idea providing trained nurses for the middle classes was acted 
upon. was voted that this fifty thousand dollars should set aside and used 
for that purpose. This was about nine ten years ago, and has never been 
touched for anything else. The idea was carried out exactly. The patient pays 
from seven ten dollars week, according the income the family. The 
nurse’s pay twenty-one dollars per week, the regular nurses’ fees Chicago 
being twenty-five dollars per week. find any number nurses who are willing 
this work, and the money which comes from the patient goes into the 
fund, income, fifty thousand dollars. think that paid out six thou- 
sand dollars for trained nurses last year. Our work confined, after few 
years experimentation, acute medical cases. not send our nurses 
contagious cases, because the public hospitals provide well for them, and 
not send chronic cases outside our own city limits. Out twenty cases 
average would somewhere over one-half maternity cases, with the other 
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half typhoid fever and such diseases. There society Chicago that 
much appreciated that has done much good the Creerer nurses. The 
demand sometimes much greater than can supply, send out long 
there money the bank, and when that gives out and there more 
money have wait awhile. have heard the nurses say repeatedly that 
they had any money give anything would the Creerer fee. 

Miss would like thank Miss Wald for the thought that 
doing district nursing help the people and the people help us. There was 
much those few words and think she ought thanked for it. 

Question. Are the nurses the Victorian Order sent out simply district 

Answer. intend them out simply district nurses. the rural 
districts they are unable keep strictly district nursing because sometimes 
they have ten fifteen miles and sometimes stay two three days. 
would seldom extend over eight hours day. the city keep strictly dis- 
trict nursing. The nurse starts out eight o’clock the morning her rounds 
and leaves again the afternoon four o’clock and returns for her supper 
between seven and eight. 

UNANNOUNCED.—We allow our patients pay twenty-five cents visit 
sometimes ten cents visit, and for labor cases sometimes charge one dollar; 
and then charity nursing, but think not best act independently 
the people, and they would not thank you for it. They would rather have the 
feeling that they are paying for your services, and you will have better success 
you make charge that they can pay.

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THE RELATIONS TRAINING-SCHOOLS HOS- 
PITAL ADMINISTRATION

the interests any hospital and its training-school are closely 
interwoven, argument needed confirm the statement that they are 
mutually dependent. That which militates for the advantage one re- 
acts for the good the other, and, vice versa, that which the 
detriment the one also evil the other. 

Since they are closely allied and participate nearly equally 


the results accruing from their collaboration, the proper adjustment 
their relationship seems simple matter. But many systems are vogue, 
and only careful consideration and the needs 
the time, together with just estimate the value each the other, 
that satisfactory solution possible. 

self-evident fact that every hospital some form govern- 


ment necessary, and that which provides for the efficient man- 
agement and preservation the common interests, promotes the general 
welfare, and establishes permanent happy state, accomplishes its 
purpose, and individual class individuals liberty inter- 
fere with its administration, lest weakened and the end attained 
Organized training-schools for nurses are comparatively 
recent date, and their modes growth have been that evolution from 
the simpler and less complex organizations the beginning, and 
the present, when find their managers contemplating university 
education for the pupil nurse. 

When these schools were the simplicity the beginning was 
uncommon thing find them managed boards way connected 
with the hospital. This was especially true those hospitals which 
employed religious orders care for their sick. Such nursing bodies 
did efficient work, and paved the way for their more scientific, though 
possibly less devoted, followers. They were, from the highest religious 
motives, most devoted the relief human suffering, and were respon- 
sible only the head their order, regarding the hospital the means 
whereby they were allowed fulfil their vows and exercise those 
functions and attributes which made them indeed Sisters Charity.” 

Other schools there are governed superintendents who have 
voice the executive affairs the hospital, but whose interest con-

centrated furnishing the school clinical advantages for study and 
observation. This relationship school and hospital may have items 
its favor, but there are evident disadvantages, prominent among which 
the effect upon the nurses themselves. possible, and altogether 
probable, that training thus given nurses may produced who fail 
consider that the welfare and comfort the patient primary 
importance. His welfare may receive due consideration, but his comfort 
and happiness are secondary value. the means the end that 
they may educated, and they unconsciously drift into the belief that 
all patients were created for their benefit, whereas the reverse the fact, 
—viz., that nurses were created for patients. 

Again, the may governed superintendent who 
with the school employed the hospital the nursing therein. 
Hospitals and training-schools thus associated have been 
flourish and success, and send out graduates who take and 
maintain positions the front ranks the profession. Furthermore, 
this association school and hospital has been one method solving 
the problem political control, or, rather, keeping the school free 
from political influence when the hospital under its domination. 
has also been method securing greater freedom for the school, 
that allows the accomplishment for the hospital what reasonable 
rather than the exaction what desirable, with the result that the 
possibilities for the preservation the health and strength the nursing 
body are greatly increased. 

Another form relationship between training-school and hospital 
exemplified when both are under one administration. Then have 
form government which may more nearly meet the necessity for any 
government,—viz., promote the general there are some 
apparent disadvantages the school arising from this form relation- 
ship; first, the ability the Board Trustees any time abolish 
the training-school and conclude have the nursing service performed 


some other way; second, seldom calls for Ladies’ Board,” unless 
may that such body constitutes part advisory board. 

That training-school which has Ladies’ Board doubtless loses 
many the influences which tend stimulate the search for high 
ideals and correct motives. Personal contact with women wider and 
more varied life cannot fail make strong impressions upon nurses, 
and when the spoken words convey the knowledge experience they 
carry with them conviction that supplements the teaching the school.

The superintendent nurses, from her 
more intimate knowledge the requirements the training-school 
gained her experience while training and her contact while super- 
intending, should formulate and carry into execution plans for the ad- 
vancement and betterment the nursing service within the hospital 
well the elevation and maintenance standards among pupils who 
must soon represent the training-school the great world outside, where 
they will judged the efficiency and spirit which characterize their 
work. all this the superintendent will advise and consult, and will 
doubtless eventually place his seal upon the results; but wise and 
unselfish, will permit the superintendent nurses proceed within 
limitations that are not narrowed and restricted his conceptions 
expediency, but those which after full and free consultation they 
together conclude will most surely promote the general welfare.

Here loyalty may grow, 
flourish, and bring forth fruit which shall redound the well-being 
the training-school, the hospital, and ultimately the whole profession. 

The matter placing trained nurses the heads departments 
has seldom been carried complete success. Many existing theories 
have thrown their weight the scales overbalance the success the 
scheme when tried. There sentiment noticeably prominent among 
nurses that taking any other line work than the actual bedside-care 
patients instruction the art they forfeit their place, their self- 
esteem, and the esteem their neighbors. 

the rejection these branches work our best nurses the 
result their training, deficiency their training, fault 
their earlier education, due the influence which heads hos- 
pitals and heads training-schools have permitted surround these 
forms hospital work; due the fact that other than nursing 
forms work the hospital have been consigned the list menial 
occupations? But they really belong there? they not rather 
represent the business element the hospital world, and not now 
the common belief that the higher education best fits one for business 
and the conduct vast affairs, and, true, then does not the higher edu- 
cation the hospital best fit for places therein? Moreover, not the 
successful management vast business enterprises receiving the homage 
the world to-day, and are not these special lines receiving the attention 
instructors the course for nurses Teachers College 

Then let not the training-school despise the offices any other de- 
partment, but rather broaden out include preparation for them its 
curriculum. Instruction the duties matron, housekeeper, pur- 
veyor might well form one branch training for the third year, with 
the result that the trained nurse would better able meet the respon- 
sibilities the combination all offices when called upon 
assuming the management small hospital. Then would she not 
completely overcome the problems which demand, for correct solution, 
knowledge the various subsistence supplies, their value the hos- 
pital, their cost, their necessity, the amount required, and the manner 
preserving them and preparing them for use. She would also have 
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knowledge, gained instruction, observation, and experience, which 
would enable her demand the proper amount domestic service within 
given time and for given recompense. 

Whether the relations between the hospital and training-school are 
those that naturally arise when under one administration, whether 
they are those due the contract which binds them together, there are 
certain duties and responsibilities the hospital the training-school, 
and vice versa the training-school the hospital. When the relation- 
ship contract its terms doubtless define these duties and responsi- 
bilities, and each member the compact sees that the other renders 
that which was agreed upon,—there responsibilities cease. 

But when hospital and training-school are under one administration 
there can such limit responsibility. 

When hospital issues the world setting forth the 
advantages its particular school, and young woman induced thereby 
undertake its course training, the end that she may become useful 
and self-supporting, the hospital assumes towards that young woman 
certain moral responsibilities well those enumerated its agree- 
ment with her. She had doubtless come from sphere life where 
knowledge hospitals and training-schools very limited; she knows 
nothing the many phases the work, which may her advantage 
otherwise, therefore she must protected, and this one duty the 
hospital the individual nurse,—her interests must preserved, and 
this cannot done obstacles are placed her pathway towards suc- 
cess. She looks forward the time when she shall sufficiently 
equipped take her place the world and earn competence. The 
time arrives, but she finds she superseded, possibly undergraduates 
from her own school, who, because they are undergraduates and are sup- 
ported the school, underbid her services such extent that she 
must withdraw from the field, wondering how her hospital could have 
held out such inducements her when they evidently did not exist. 

This the prevailing condition those communities where are 
located the hospitals having training-schools that send their nurses out 
private duty. these days progress frequently hear the argu- 
ment advanced that only part the new plan for university educa- 
tion nurses, and may those schools where the nursing service 
rendered the same rate the poor our hospitals. Let the poor 
and others given the nursing care required and let remuneration 
exacted, then will become perfectly visible the plan for university 
education the nurses. And lest these patients become pauperized, let 
them given understand that the obligation wholly the part 
the Possibly circular the effect might substituted for 


accompany that which now sent inquiring the merits the 
nurse. 

The idea obligation may not suggest happy state, and may 
wise charge nominal fee, but were more than the actual cost 
the hospital the nurse while engaged with the patient, surely all 
moral and ethical requirements would met, and the value that 
university education for its nurses could determined 
the amount service thus given for which there was visible in- 
crease its treasury. 

Other responsibilities the hospital its school under the same 
nance, fulfilment contracts, provision necessary educational advan- 
tages, etc. return the training-school whole, and nurses indi- 
viduals, will give unstintedly those qualities which furnish the best 
unselfishness, and devotion principle. They will 
abide their contracts and will guard against the purely work, 
forgetting not sympathy and womanly nursing virtues and attributes, 
which sometimes seem almost out fashion and can only seen the 
dim distance the past, but will ever present with the nurse who 
heeds the admonition one well fitted furnish it, that ideal 
nurse must maintain strength character upon which sick world 
may lean.” 

Notwithstanding much has been said the contrary, there 
growing sentiment appreciation for training-schools and their work 
among hospital governors and administrators. The school longer 
thought expensive luxury the hospital even pecuniary benefit, 
but placed where belongs, among the educational institutions 
the world. Material evidence this change opinion the hospital 
its school found the provisions made for their comfort, for their 
culture, and for refining influences which surround them the beautiful 
home that almost every hospital ambitious furnish its nurses. 

editor prominent medical journal, who closely observant 
the trend events, says: more and more obvious that 
the efficiency hospital any sort depends great measure upon 
the services the nursing staff. would, sometimes think, pos- 
sibie get on, for time, least, without physicians, but deprived 
nurses would mean the the modern hospital. The external 
recognition this fact lies the ample provision now everywhere being 
made for the comfort and health the nursing staffs when off duty.” 

Time and experience are the surest tests which the real value 
any form relationship between school and hospital may estimated, 
but all departments cannot fail find the united means and efforts 
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greater strength, greater resource, and eventually greater 
purpose the main prop success. 


EXAMINATIONS FOR ADMISSION PROFESSIONAL 
PRACTICE THE STATE NEW YORK 


Director’s Assistant, College and High School Departments, University 
the State New York 


CAREFUL attention needs given the difference between 
degree and license, the one carrying with the right assume title 
which evidence scholastic ability, the other the right enter 
the practice profession pursuit, both emanating from the same 
authority, the State, either directly through intervening mediums. 

the general public, specially foreigners, are often puzzled 
account for the diversity the legislation the United States, the fact 
emphasized that all matters internal police control are left exclu- 
sively the several States, and that national laws regulating profes- 
sional practice cannot enacted. 

The requirements for admission professional schools and for 
admission the practice profession vary greatly the different 
political divisions the United States, but four general items usually 
appear, (1) general preliminary educational requirement; (2) pro- 
fessional (3) evidence good character; (4) licensing 
fee. 


New York high standards preliminary general education are 
demanded both for degrees and for licenses, and each case the ques- 
tion attainments determined the University the State New 
York. rule, other States, professional schools conduct their own 
entrance examinations, and the tests are often mere matters form, 
even though the standards may appear satisfactory paper. the 
State New York, however, admission professional schools and 
professional practice subject the requirements the university 
greater less extent, and must secured either examinations 
conducted the university, certificates issued for work completed 
registered schools, supplemented necessary Regents’ examinations. 

UNIVERSITY THE NEW some confusion 
exists regarding the powers and duties the Regents, and many the 
term synonymous with examinations only, concise statement the 
organization the university order. The University the State 
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New York governed and all its corporate powers exercised nine- 
teen elective Regents and four ex-officio, the Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Secretary State, and Superintendent Public Instruction. 
Regents are elected the same manner United States Senators; 
they are unsalaried and are the only public officers New York chosen 
for life. 

The elective officers are chancellor and vice-chancellor, who 
serve without salary, and secretary. The secretary the executive 
and financial officer and responsible for the proper administration and 
discipline the various offices and departments the university. 

Besides many other important powers and duties, the Regents have 
power incorporate, and alter revoke the charters 
colleges, academies, libraries, museums, other institutions 
distribute them funds granted the State for their use; inspect 
their workings and require annual reports under oath their presiding 
officers; establish examinations attainments learning, and 
confer successful candidates suitable certificates, diplomas, and de- 
grees. Their duty establishing examinations attainment 
learning and confer successful candidates suitable degrees has been 
exercised with ever-widening influence since the university’s incorpora- 
tion 1784. 

GENERAL PRELIMINARY preliminary professional 
certificates issued the university are the law student, evidence 
three four years academic (high-school) work subsequent eight 
years pre-academic preparation its equivalent; the medical stu- 
dent, evidence three-years’ academic work prior August, 1896, and 
four years’ academic work subsequent that date, and the special medi- 
cal student certificate, meeting additional requirements set individual 
medical schools the State; the dental student, evidence three 
four years academic work; the veterinary student, evidence two- 
years’ academic work. 

Regents’ examinations are held the academies and high schools 
the State New York. These schools must meet certain require- 
ments resources, instruction, equipment, teaching force, and courses 
accessible students academic grade. Secondary schools are regis- 
tered full part similar basis. For full registration the 
school must have admission requirements equivalent the preliminary 
certificate and afford least four years high-school academic work 
with the general facilities required for admission the university. The 
seven hundred and fifty-one registered institutions secondary educa- 
tion the University the State New York and few private 
schools that secure registration the payment annual fee 
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twenty dollars are subject inspection determine the grade and 
character instruction. Schools outside the State desiring regis- 
tration must meet the same requirements. The facilities and courses 
such schools are usually determined documentary evidence substan- 
tiated the testimony disinterested references. 

approved academic course follows eight years common-school 
preacademic work and measured years. least three academic 
subjects, forty weeks, five periods week, forty-five minutes period, 
seventy-five per cent. standing, the equivalent, are required for 
high-school year; many students take four subjects, some five. 

Not only are these the general preliminary educational requirements 
for admission professional schools the State, but they are also the 
requirements for admission the licensing examinations. 

PROFESSIONAL the laws the State and 
rules the university the professional preparation for admission the 
licensing examination guarded with equal care, and the completion 
three-year veterinary course New York State veterinary school 
veterinary registered the university prerequisite for 
admission the licensing examination veterinary medicine. 

The Regents admit examination for license practise dentistry 
the State any candidate who, addition the prescribed fee, sub- 
mits satisfactory evidence, verified oath required, that (1) 
more than twenty-one years age; (2) good moral character; 
(3) has the required preliminary education; (4) subsequent such 
preliminary education has studied dentistry least three years 
registered dental school graduated from registered medical school, 
has pursued thereafter course special study dentistry for least 
two years registered dental school. 

addition the general preliminary education requirements for 
admission medical school (the medical student certificate), candi- 
date for admission the licensing examination must afford evidence 
the study medicine during not less than four full school years 
least nine months each, including four satisfactory courses 
least six months each four different calendar years medical 
school registered the time maintaining satisfactory standard. 

modification the statute the Legislature 1902 permits 
the Regents accept the equivalent the first year medical 
school evidence graduation from registered college course, provided 
that such college course shall have included not less than the minimum 
requirements prescribed the Regents for such admission advanced 
standing. 

EXAMINING Boarps.—The examinations for admission practice 
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the State New York are prepared the university through State 
Board Examiners, and the organization State Medical Board 
affords good example. comprises seven members, each whom holds 
office for three years from August the year which appointed. The 
State Medical Society nominates twice the number examiners 
appointed given year, and the names such nominees are trans- 
mitted annually under seal the Regents, who appoint from such list 
the examiners. 

Each nominee before appointment furnishes the Regents proof 
that has received the degree doctor medicine from some registered 
medical school and that has legally practised medicine the State for 
least five years. examiner receives certificate appointment 
from the Regents and files with the Secretary State the constitutional 
oath office before beginning his term office. The Regents may 
remove examiner for misconduct, incapacity, neglect duty. 

The board committee thereof may take testimony 
concerning all matters within its jurisdiction; may, subject the 
Regents’ approval, make by-laws and rules not inconsistent with law 
needed performing its duties. The board annually elects 
members president and secretary for the academic year and holds one 
more meetings pursuant the call the Regents, who may also 
joint board meetings. majority constitutes quorum, but questions 
may prepared and rated answer papers candidates may ex- 
amined and marked committees duly authorized the board and 
the Regents. 

The board submits the Regents lists questions for 
thorough examinations medical subjects. From these lists the Re- 
gents prepare question papers for the examination all candidates 
meeting the statutory requirements for admission, and the greatest care 
taken preserve the integrity the question papers, which are set, 
edited, printed, enveloped, and packed under the immediate control 
the secretary. The examinations are given least four convenient 
places the State least four times annually accordance with 
Regents’ rules, and are exclusively writing and English. They are 
conducted Regents’ examiner who not one the medical ex- 
aminers. the close the examination, the examiner charge 
delivers the question and answer papers the board its duly author- 
ized committee, which without delay examines and marks the answers 
and transmits the Regents official report giving the standing 
each candidate each branch, his general average, and whether the 
board recommends that license granted.

than six-months’ further study, have second examination without fee. 
the failure from illness other cause satisfactory the Regents, 
they may waive the required six-months’ study. 

receiving from the board official report that applicant has 
successfully passed the examination and recommended for license, 
the Regents issue him, their judgment duly qualified there- 
for, license practise medicine, under seal and signed each acting 
medical examiner. This credential states that the licensee has given 
satisfactory evidence fitness age, character, preliminary and 
medical education, and all other matters required law, and that after 
full examination has been found properly qualified practise. Before 
beginning practice the licensee must have his license registered book 
kept the clerk’s office the county where proposes practise, with 
his name, residence, place and date birth, and the source, number, 
and date his license. 

The dates the medical licensing examinations for the year 1902 
are January 28-31, May 20-23, June 24-27, September 23-26; the 
places, New York, Albany, Syracuse, and Buffalo. The daily pro- 
gramme begins nine-fifteen the morning and one-fifteen the 
afternoon Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, one subject 
for each half day. 

prominent advantages appear from this rela- 
tion the University the State New York the professional 
schools and professional practice—uniformity, accuracy, and impar- 
tiality. 

The schools the State under the jurisdiction the university 
afford greater uniformity preparation, for, Professor Brown, 
the University California, says, university presents the most 
thoroughly organized State system secondary education which has 
yet been developed American soil.” 

the students the State are more thoroughly and uniformly 
equipped for professional study than the students any other State 
the Union, the work the professional schools the State higher 
grade and broader attainments. result this more thorough and 
accurate preparation all candidates that seek license practise are 
necessarily better grounded the fundamental principles their pro- 
fession. 

Under the administration the university far greater accuracy 
information secured both regard the character the applicants 
and the qualifications they present, and also the preparation and 
application the tests determine the qualifications. The experience 
gained the office contact with the credentials from twenty different 
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countries many different languages affords material for far more 
accurate information than can secured individual initiative. Thus 
the danger being imposed inferior credentials minimized. 
Marriage certificates, they ever handsomely engrossed, are 
longer accepted medical certificate rights board- 
ing club, however highly embellished, not received 
evidence candidate’s preparation for admission law school, and 
passports from foreign government unknown tongue are not 
dentist’s chair. Greater accuracy secured examinations sepa- 
rating the general preliminary and professional tests from the licensing. 
Thus greater care can given the preparation the licensing exami- 
nations the number and content the questions, and fuller and more 
complete replies can submitted the candidate for admission 
practise. 

Finally, the impartiality the administration will appeal 
strongest terms the disinterested reader. Divorced from financial 
considerations, that strongly influence proprietary semi-private 
institutions, whether the fitting school the professional, the 
same time freed great measure from the personal bias that appeals 
the individual, whether from personal contact with school 
alumnus from the influence local interests. the same time 
freedom from political pressure warrants the highest impartiality and 
develops rules and ordinances possessing such stability and justice 
merit the reputation now attained the university.

With her began new 
era nursing, and her name is, and will always be, held sacred all 
training-schools and nurses the world over. 

Democracy, permitting increase responsibility and oppor- 
tunity women, has made rapid progress possible the nursing pro- 
fession. most the old aristocratic countries the nurse still con- 
sidered handmaid upper servant, while English-speaking nations are 
developing her into positive and recognized force and making her ser- 
vices ever-increasing value, and this not alone her own profession, 
but the many others which she may to-day found. 

New Zealand nurse (Miss Mills) holds government position 
Inspector Hospitals. She has had great influence shaping legis- 
lation regarding the education nurses that country.

The urine excreted the kidneys, which are two number and 
consist two distinct parts, (1) cortical substance and (2) medullary 
substance. The external cortical substance composed tortuous 
tubes, the end which are rounded bodies called Malpighian 
bodies, blood-vessels, The internal pyramidal medullary sub- 
stance chiefly composed straight tubes and blood-vessels, lying in- 
ternal the cortical. These different tubes become filled with epithe- 
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lium, albuminoid matter, blood, etc., and disease are washed out the 
urine and can seen under the microscope the exact shape the 
tubes from which they come. The arrangement the Malpighian bodies 
follows: the Malpighian bodies the secretion water occurs. 
the tubes Henle the excrementitious matter excreted (urea). 
The water dissolves the urea and washes out into the bladder. The 
kidneys are plentifully supplied with blood-vessels. Those going into the 
kidney carrying urea and effete matter are known afferent vessels, 
and those vessels which come from the kidney are known efferent. Any- 
thing that increases the blood-pressure the kidneys increases the urine, 
and vice versa. The urine comes from the kidneys into the pelvis and 
thence through the ureter, tube running from the kidneys the pos- 
terior part the bladder. From the ureter the urine enters the bladder 
and discharged from this through the urethra. The bladder sac 
just behind the symphysis pubis for the reception urine, and holds 
ordinarily one pint, but will, distended, hold much more. 
composed three coats, serous, muscular, and mucous membrane.

Urine will often 
change appearance, due bacteria, moisture, and temperature. 
urine there are six important things notice, viz.: (1) Quantity, 
(2) color, (3) odor, (4) transparency, (5) specific gravity, (6) chemi- 
cal reaction. 

(1) Quantity from thirty ounces fifty ounces twenty-four 
hours, but this may decreased increased, depending upon exercise, 
activity the skin, and character the food. Also disease affects the 
amount urine. persons having small, contracted kidneys there 
often much one hundred and fifty ounces passed twenty-four 
hours; also diabetes mellitus. the large white kidney there 
often little fifteen ounces passed. and hysteria increase 
the amount. 
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(2) color varies from pale yellow reddish yellow.

Rhubarb and senna will 
turn dark brown. Methylen blue turns urine blue. 

(3) normal odor due phenylic acid, but may 
ammoniacal putrid, allowed remain the bladder stand. 

Odor 
may modified turpentine, which gives the odor violets. Aspar- 
agus vegetable diet gives different odor. Diabetic urine has 
sweetish odor. 

(4) Transparency.—Urine may clear, after standing have 
clouds, due the presence mucus, perhaps pus, bacteria, phos- 
phates, urates. Some the tests are: putting cloudy urine 
test-tube and heating the upper layer urine the cloud may disappear, 
proving due urates. But does not disappear until nitric 
acid added, know the cloudiness was due phosphates. 
disappearance, then there suspicion albumin. 

(5) Specific specific gravity the total amount 
solids solution the urine. Water 60° equals 1000 the 
urinometer; now, adding solids can raise the specific gravity 
1000 1010 even 1040. Normal specific gravity from 1018 
1025. But diabetes goes 1040. large amount watery 
secretion lessens the specific gravity. 

(6) Chemical may acid, alkaline, neutral. 
Normal urine slightly acid, turning blue litmus-paper red. the 
alkalinity fixed, the litmus paper will stay red. Alkalinity due 
alkali potassium sodium. Acidity due acid 
phates. Ammoniacal urine alkaline. 

The constituents urine are: Organic—urea, uric acid, coloring 
mater; carbonates, chlorides. 


Organic Constituents.

Urine contains (1) albuminoids proteids and (2) carbohydrates, 
glucose grape sugar, this appearing largely diabetes. 

the first division there are found (3) serum albumin, (4) 
serum globulin, (5) fibrin. Hemoglobin when red corpuscles are de- 
stroyed, malarial fever. There are three tests for albumin urine: 
(1) Heat and nitric acid, heat alone; (2) nitric acid; (3) chloride 
sodium and acetic acid, the last way being greatly preferred. There 
are also three tests for glucose, grape sugar: (1) Fehling’s; (2) 
bismuth; (3) ferment, the latter being the most reliable..

Dix. 1802-1887. 

means new book Francis Tiffany’s Life Dorothea Lynde Dix,” 
yet venture say there are many who know too little the woman, the 
story whose splendid achievements forms, under Mr. Tiffany’s hand, tale 
interest every earnest soul who rejoices successful effort help the helpless. 
Here are lessons for all, from the one whose only opportunity help the lame 
dog over the stile, the legislators who stand guard over the institutions 
our land providential watchfulness. Finding himself swamped huge and 
chaotic corréspondence which Miss Dix never meant into publication, Mr. 
Tiffany feels can allow all and let the actual existing monu- 
ments her untiring zeal, her unflagging patience, speak for themselves—and 
speak they the very hearts his readers holds up, with splendid 
effect, picture after picture for look and learn from. 

One catches the spirit the biographer, who claims for his own country 
all the glory one naturally looks for far back remote years and distant coun- 
Theresa Spain, says, Santa Chiara Assisi. Their amazing 
works, their wonderful lives, are paralleled this gentle New England old maid 
our own time, near that may claim her. One passes, not without 
pity, the early years life hemmed severest discipline: the child who 
passionately throws away her hateful task binding and sewing ranting tracts, 
and accepts preference her father’s disordered household the stern order 
her grandmother; the young school-mistress fourteen, her sleeves length- 
ened and her hair done grown up—to command the respect her pupils, 
which she was sensitive; even the time when she reaches the acme her 
early ambition, and, mistress her own boarding-school, tries bring the 
varying standard her average pupils the level her own character. Even 
here, her desire gained, she heart hungry—all the influences the social con- 
dition her time tend lead only starvation pastures. Her health gives 
way, and thirty-four years age comes one those breaking-up times 
life that seems like the end all things, while reality the starting-point 
new, vigorous growth. Two years life England, means idle, and 
she back her native land, fairly well and strong. small source revenue 
formed partly her own savings and partly from legacy from her grand- 
mother makes possible for her look about her and apply her energies where 
they will find scope.

STERILIZING CATHETERS.—In the same journal there valuable contribu- 
tion Dr. Cotton, recommending two methods sterilizing gum-elastic 
and bougies. First boiling them saturated solution ammo- 
nic sulphate common salt. claims that all the gum-elastic catheters, 
bougies, and filiform bougies usually sold may boiled either these solu- 
tions repeatedly and for long periods without essential damage. thinks that 
these methods are fitted remove the reproach gum-elastic instruments that 
they are not sterile and make them thoroughly aseptic metal instruments. 


ANTISEPTIC Sharpe the New Orleans Medical and Surgical 
Journal describes antiseptic dressing consisting gum-camphor and carbolic 
acid triturated together until they form liquid. Olive oil added pro- 
portion one part the liquid three six olive oil, which solu- 
ble. practically local anesthetic, and thinks the best all-round 
aseptic and antiseptic dressing has ever used. finds very soothing for 
burns, stimulating healthy granulations, and good local application eczema, 
tetter, erysipelas, ete. not merely surface remedy, but penetrates into the 
diseased tissues. asks whether, camphor and carbolic acid make non- 
compound, camphor would not antidote carbolic-acid poisoning. 


ACTION QUININE UPON THE PARASITE MALARIA.—The New York 
Medical Journal quotes from foreign exchange paper this subject. The 
authors found that when drop solution quinine bi-sulphate distilled 
water was placed the edge cover-glass having dry preparation malarial 
blood certain changes occurred the parasites which were proportion the 
strength the quinine solution. this were very weak, the parasites rapidly 
contracted, and after few minutes expanded again give exit number 
pseudopods. Greater concentrations the solution brought about more 
marked degrees stimulation the parasites, and the latter ended detaching 
from their red cells. the solution were very strong, however, the 
parasite contracted permanently and remained the red cells. They found 
experiments with quinine upon patients that the dose required varied the 
different forms malarial infection.

PRACTICAL HINTS 
SUGGESTIONS FROM treat many cases trachoma 


and simple conjunctivitis, both the dispensary and outside the homes. 
These eye cases are remarkably prevalent among poor and badly nourished 
children. The little Italians seem especially attacked these infections, 
and one finds among them many cases loss sight one eye from infantile 
childhood’s eye-trouble. What the reason is, whether they are more poorly fed, 
whether their mothers are less careful than others, would little hard 
determine. told that the colored people also have very weak conjunctive, 
but not know this from experience, see few them. never see 
child the street with conjunctivitis without stopping and inquiring where 
its home is; then without delay call the mother, and find out whether 
the child’s eye receiving attention not. not, we, course, urge 
physician dispensary, often taking the child there; also teaching the mother 
about isolation and boiling towels and night-dresses, and showing her how 
prepare the powder which dispensed her. 

For our own procedure usually flush these eyes thoroughly with boric 
acid solution Thiersch solution, warm. 

always stand behind the patient, placing him seat with rather 
low back, that the head may tilted backward. prepared having 
large rubber bib placed around his neck, and can, rule, himself hold 
place the curved basin catch the stream. always prefer use fountain 
syringe for the solution, hung not very high, that the flow gentle. like 
the bag for several reasons: the steady flow much more satisfactory than the 
interrupted spurting cotton wad syringe, and one can hold the 
eyelids open much more steadily and gently with one hand when the other has 
motions make, such filling and expelling the solution from small 
eye-syringe. The continuous gentle flow the stream across the eyeball seems 
act tonic, and then—very important, think—the patients like it. 
find that after having had their eyes irrigated this fashion they think 
other method worth anything. often have patients come who have been 
treated differently elsewhere and say: Not use any bag like you. Only cotton; 
warm water; all cold; good.” this flushing take place behind 
the patient, one then safe from having spray flash into one’s own eyes; then, 
everting both eyelids and holding them firmly, that the entire conjunctival 
lining exposed, let the stream run over them for full moment so. 

Small children and babies, course, cannot take this position very well. 
alone with the patient, first swathe the child pinion its arms, 
and then have the mother hold it, the recumbent position, that its head 
hangs over basin. then proceed before. Larger children can also 
treated the same way, lying their backs across the mother’s lap, with 
head little downward over basin, the hair being firmly drawn back out 
the way. One does not always have rubber sheets and curved basins hand 
district nursing, and must manage best one can. However, nail can 
always found hang the bag carried one’s kit. usually have straight 
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glass point, which boiled daily, the tube, but with small children who resist 
and struggle take out for fear accident, and use only the rubber tubing. 

For the swelling the lids see both hot and iced compresses used. Some 
surgeons seem prefer one routine and some the other. But from 
practical observations (and though nurse not diagnose, yet she cannot 
help coming some conclusions she watches her cases) think the best 
results come from combining the two. The hot compresses relieve the pain 
nicely and good they are used just occasionally, say two three times 
day for five ten minutes time, but they are overdone they seem 
injurious. remember one case where our surgeon, called consultation, 
told that the eye had been destroyed continuous hot compresses. They 
had acted poultice, and had completely softened pulp. The iced 
compresses—thin layers linen gauze taken from block ice the usual 
way—tone the flabby, weakened lids and restore their muscular tone. 

some cases have had hot applications ordered, and the patient com- 
plained that they caused fresh pain. such cases discontinue them once 
and report the doctor for other orders. 


should frequent bathing disease the skin health— 
not more frequent. the skin inflamed, the water should warm 
tepid. The use cold water soap and rubbing with towels are avoided 
too irritating. 

Skin disease very obstinate, and should treated constantly and con- 
tinuously.

from the Annual Address the President the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association the opening the National Convention and 
International Suffrage Conference Washington, C., February 12, 1902: 

“The world rarely inquires into the origin universal belief. pro- 
ceeds the theory that whatever is, right,’ and the very fact the univer- 
sality any belief accepted sufficient guarantee its truth. Such 
belief becomes blind faith, and its defence not reason, but feeling. Add 
universal belief this character supposed divine authority for its existence, 
-and becomes well-nigh impregnable. The wildest fanaticisms the race have 
been aroused through appeals this kind unreason. Curiously enough, with- 
out the slightest grounds for it, Divine authority has been quoted support 
every departing theory, from the flatness the earth human slavery, and 
has been hurled defiance the advocates every new discovery, from the 
printing-press the administration chloroform. Such belief has been the 
basis theory that man the race and woman the dependent. question 
its authority was for many centuries considered sacrilege and blasphemy, and 
consequently all investigation was forestalled the beginning. The subordina- 
tion women directly traceable this theory. Every repressive law and 
custom concerning them outgrowth it, and all opposition the rights 
women receives its strength from the surviving remains it. 

chief causes led the subjection women, each the logical deduc- 
tion from the theory that men were the units the race—obedience, ignorance, 
the denial personal liberty, and the denial right property and wages. 
These conditions were imposed upon women all nations and all so-called civil- 
ized peoples. The details the enforcement these conditions has filled the 
pages history with cruelty and tragedy which make painful reading those 
who perceive their injustice. fastening these upon women, the 
world acted logically, when reasoning from the premise that man was the race 

and woman his dependent. The perpetual tutelage and subjection robbed them 
all freedom thought and action and all incentive for growth, and women 
turn logically became the inane weaklings the world would have them. The world 
taught woman nothing skilful, and then said her work was valueless. per- 
mitted her opinions, and then said she did not know how think. 
forbade her speak public, and said the sex had orators. denied her 
the schools, and said the sex had genius. robbed her every vestige 
responsibility, and then called her weak. taught her that every pleasure must 
come favor from man, and when, gain it, she decked herself paint 
and fine feathers, she had been taught do, called her vain.” 
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Nor was any wonder that man should rise defend the woman the 
past, whom had learned love and cherish. Her very weakness and depen- 
dence were dear him, and believed she was God intended her be. 
had worshipped his ideal her through the age chivalry though she were 
goddess, but had governed her though she were idiot, and saw nothing 
inconsistent his action. 

“The fate the woman question turns upon the truth falsity the 
premise from which the world has reasoned throughout the past. the ancient 
premise true, the problem complicated one. false, then nothing 
but prejudice can stand the way the fullest individual liberty for women. 
Women are either inferior men, they are not. 

Baer, German scientist, pricked the bubble the fallacy that man 
the race’ 1828, when demonstrated that father and mother contributed 
equally the physical, mental, and moral character their children. This dis- 
covery was received reluctantly scientists, but the fact longer questioned 
those competent judge. What flood light throws upon the problem. 
the perpetuation the race, the function motherhood not the negative, 
insignificant thing was once thought, but equal importance with fatherhood. 
More, the race obeys that still higher law which compels humanity climb 
onward and upward newer ideals and nobler conceptions, the hereditary traits 
each generation come equally from the father and mother. Can that 
Nature poor economist that she commands the mother the race’ 
infuse into posterity half its efficiency with the father the race? un- 
thinkable.” 


OPENING opportunities opening for nurses, nothing 
presents wider field than that offered the nurse who can plainly and inter- 
estingly instruct others the principles home nursing. Without seeking 
belittle the work the fully trained nurse, there constantly increasing 
demand for such instruction the laity will make most effective their care 
the ailing when the trained nurse not required cannot had.

To-day all suffrage 
Sweden limited property-owners, and women taxpayers vote equally with 
men except just for the highest chamber their Parliament. They serve 
School Boards and Boards Guardians the Poor. Unmarried women and 
widows have full property rights, and married women control their own earnings, 
bequests, and any income stipulated for before marriage. 

All educational opportunities are open women, except that some high 
schools charge fees for girls, being free boys. Co-education prevails several 
schools, the high schools, and the universities. Women may follow any 
profession except the ministry. They are extensively employed the govern- 
ment the railway, telegraph, and postal services. The Frederika Bremer 
Association does vast work educating and helping woman every line 
modern progress. 


National Congress Mothers working establish closer relations 
between the home and the school the formation clubs where parents and 
teachers may meet and talk over their common problems. also striving 
encourage the establishment Juvenile Courts for children between six and 
sixteen, who have formerly been shut the city jails with hardened criminals, 
sometimes for weeks months. Juvenile Courts have now been established 
several States.

Our faults may many, but have yet find perfect woman any class 
society, and feel quite sure that Mrs. Mead would not presume speak 
with such frankness before audience society women, common, every-day 
good manners would make such plain speaking impossible. certainly have 
right the same amount courtesy that accorded other women.

NURSING INSTITUTES. 

THE endowment Simmons College technical school for women promises 
open the way for central nursing institute for Boston, where the pupils 
all schools within the radius may receive the theoretical and preliminary 
tion necessary before entering the wards the hospital for the practical part 
their nursing education. 

The idea that nurse shall taught the theory her work before entering 
the wards longer new, but separate the theory from the practice means 
complete revolution the present methods training-school administration. 

Mention was made the first number this Journal (October, 1901) 
plan which Miss Davis was trying work out Boston for central 
preliminary school for nurses. The financial difficulties attendant upon her 
scheme prevented its development, but her agitation the subject undoubtedly 
prepared the way for the plan which may worked out connection with 
Simmons College. 

March public announcement was made the aims the college, 
which included science all its branches, secretarial work, library 
technique, horticultural and landscape gardening, and general course, 
“to special value teachers those wishing prepare themselves for 
medicine nursing.” Immediately, Miss Davis and Miss Palmer, who was 
that time staying Boston, invited eight the leading superintendents that 
locality luncheon the Hotel Thorndike, where the subject was discussed 
asking the trustees Simmons College establish the much-talked-of pre- 
liminary course upon such lines the superintendents and hospital managers 
should advise. 

The guests present were Misses Drown, Riddle, Dolliver, McDowell, Jamme, 
Hutchinson, and Stevenson, Miss Richards not being able attend. These 
ladies formed themselves into committee and selected Miss Dolliver their 
representative call upon one the trustees submit the plan and ask 
for further conference. ably did Miss Dolliver execute her mission that 
another meeting the committee was held, outline drawn up, and Miss Davis, 
Miss Riddle, and Miss Dolliver appointed committee confer with the dean, 
Miss Arnold, who received their suggestions with the greatest interest and gave 
them cordial assurance her making the plan success. 

believe that those cities where technical schools already exist such 
courses could easily established with comparatively little additional cost. 
For instance, our own city Rochester the Mechanics’ Institute has 
exceptionally fine domestic science department, and already includes its 
corps instructors number able physicians. the nursing corps the city 
are many able women, from among whom one could easily selected take 
charge such course, and would line with the policy the institute 
provide such additional facilities might necessary make the course 
success. 
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Such institutions the Pratt” Brooklyn and the Drexel” Phila- 
delphia, should think, couid easily made available for special course 
instruction nurses. 

The movement for this radical change the method training nurses 
comes from the superintendents schools who have had long years practical 
experience, with opportunity judge the defects the present system. 
pitals are becoming more and more educational institutions, and this right 
just the extent that teaching does not interfere with the best welfare the 
patient, but carry classes theory, with lectures and examinations the 
time when the services the nurse are essential the general welfare the 
hospital, complicates the administration alarming degree, the demand 
for the more careful theoretical instruction the nurse increases from year 
year. 

The more universal the agitation, the more quickly the change will 
accepted. 

When have established central nursing institutes shall have made 
great strides towards uniform curriculum. With the pupils from half dozen 
schools receiving their instruction anatomy, physiology, hygiene, bacteriology, 
domestic science, from one staff able instructors, all passing the same 
examinations, will then remain for the hospitals provide instruction 
practical nursing all its varying branches. 

The whole idea preliminary training means great reform, and the plan 
yet new that needs the united energies our ablest women. How the 
idea has taken form the Johns Hopkins will given the next number.
